Black Muslims Death Ruled Accidental 


In a tensely packed court­ 
room, a coroner’s jury last 
night found that San Quentin 
inmate Booker T. Johnson, 27, 
met his death through accident 
and misfortune. 
What began as a routine in­ 
quest at 7:30 p.m. in the court 
of Judge N. Charles Brusatori, 
with Coroner Frank J. Keaton 
presiding, suddenly tightened 
into a racial drama as almost 
100 members of the Black Mus­ 


lim sect filed into the room,' 
and silently watched. 
They were headed by their 
West Coast leader, John X. 
Shabazz, minister of Mosque 27 
in Los Angeles, who said they 
were there to “observe.” 
Sheriff Louis P. Mountanos, 
taking no chances, had 22 dep­ 
uties on duty in the courthouse, 
but there was no disorder. 
Following the verdict, Sha- 
bazz made this statement to an 


Independent-Journal reporter: 
“We didn’t expect them to 
say it was murder. In White 
America there is no such thing 
as murder for a Negro, because 
in order to murder you must 
be dealing with a human being 
—and since according to the 
Constitution 
of 
the 
United 
States, and according to the 400 
years 
treatment 
my 
people 
have received, we have never 
been treated as human beings, 


we did not expect you to .set a 
precedent here tonight.” 
T h e 
14-man, 
one-woman 
jury heard a parade of 13 wit­ 
nesses describe from different 
viewpoints how Johnson was 
shot 
by correctional 
officer 
Frank L. Bortfeld on the morn­ 
ing of Feb. 25. 
Bortfeld, 
who 
had 
never 
fired a shot except in target 
practice in almost 15 years as 
a correctional officer, said he 


aimed a warning shot at a con­ 
crete buttress when fights be­ 
gan among the 27 men in the 
prison’s adjustment c e n t e r 
yard. 


“It was very tense,” he testi­ 
fied in a low voice. “I told the 
inmates not to move—to stay 
where they were. A group of 
colored inmates ran toward a 
group of white inmates.” There 
were three unarmed officers 


in the yard among the men, he 
said. 


“At this point, we had what 
we consider a full-scale riot. 
They yelled ‘Shoot!,' and I fired 
between the two groups of 
men.” 
Dist. Atty. Roger P. Garety 
asked him. “Did you know that 
Johnson was in the line of 
fire?”

Russ Troop Pullout 
Cuba 
Not Fast Enough For JFK 


WASHINGTON (tf)— President John 
F. Kennedy said today that “no” he 
is not satisfied with the rate of with­ 
drawal of Soviet troops from Cuba. 


Kennedy also left open a question 
of whether four American fliers killed 
in the 1961 Bay of Pigs invasion of 
Cuba were employed by the U.S. gov­ 
ernment or its Central 
Intelligence 
Agency. 
He said “the men were serv­ 
ing their country” but dodged a direct 
reply on grounds it would not be help­ 
ful to the national interest to go into 
details. 


And Kennedy rejected any applica­ 
tion of a blockade to shut off supply 
of oil to Cuba. He said there would be 


no mistaking that a blockade is an act 
of war, and added: 
“At this time, we do not believe 
war in the Caribbean is to the national 
advantage.” 
On a key domestic m atter— taxes 
— the president said that it is his judg­ 
ment that Congress will put through a 
bill which will lower taxes and also 
provide for what he calls tax reforms. 
That, he said, is what he wants. 
But at a presidential news conffer- 
ence, more questions focused around 
Cuba than any other topic. 
With respect to the Soviet troops 
aspect of the troubled Cuban situation, 
a three part question was fired at the 
president. He was asked (1) Whether 


he has information on how many Soviet 
troops have been removed from Cuba, 
(2) Whether he is satisfied with the rate 
of withdrawal and (3) Whether the Rus­ 
sian promise to pull out troops per­ 
mitted verification. Replying to all three 
parts together, Kennedy said: 
“The answer would be, really. No.” 
Secretary of Defense Robert S. Mc­ 
Namara estimated Jan. 30 that there 
were 17.000 Russian troops in Cuba. 
Subsequently, Russia 
promised to 
take a substantial number of her troops 
from the Carribbean island by mid- 
March. But informed sources say the 
withdrawals are going along slowly.

Sheriff Louis P. Mountanos 
submitted to county supervis­ 
ors yesterday proposed agree­ 
ments for air transportation of 
county prisoners. 
“This,” he said, “is to deter­ 
mine whether air travel will be 
feasible and also whether it

However, top members of the 
House armed services commit­ 
tee, including Chairman Carl 
V i n s o n (D-Ga.), announced 
their support for new legisla­ 
tion which would expand the 
program to include half a mil­ 
lion youngsters at 2,000 high 
schools. 
The Defense

day by Assistant Defense Sec­ 
retary Norman S. Paul at the 
first hearing of a House armed 
services subcommittee investi­ 
gation into the junior ROTC 
program. 
The announcement came af­ 
ter Chairman F. Edward He­ 
bert (D-La.) had opened the 
session with a blistering state­ 
ment accusing the Defense De­ 
partment of a “ misguided sense 
of economy” in proposing orig­ 
inally to withdraw its support 
of the high school ROTC pro­ 
gram.

Los Angeles Ordered 
To Pay For Landslide 


LOS ANGELES (LTD — The 
county was ordered to pay $3,- 
939,336 in damages to land­ 
owners who incurred property 
loss in a massive landslide 
that started nearly seven years 
ago on the Palos Verdes Pen­ 
insula. 
Superior Judge Philip 
H. 
Richards awarded the huge 
judgment 
to 
76 
individual 
homeowners and four incor­ 
porated firms who had filed 
suit against the county in 1957. 
County 
officials 
indicated 
they would appeal the case im­ 
mediately. 
Judge 
Richards 
ruled 
in 
June 1961- after a three-month 
trial that the county was re­ 
sponsible for the landslide that 
started in August 1956. 
The 
suit 
contended 
the 
county 
triggered 
the 
slide, 
blamed for demolishing 120 
homes, by placing more than 
200.000 cubic yards of fill ma­ 
terial on top of an ancient 
slide area in extending Cren­ 
shaw 
Boulevard 
across 
the 
Palos Verdes hills to the ocean. 
The slide area covered an es­ 
timated 200 acres, and engin­ 
eers say the earth is still mov­ 
ing at a rate of about a quarter- 
inch a day. 
In addition to the judgment 
awarded, Judge Richards ruled 
the county must also pay 7 
per cent retroactive interest on 
the 
principal. 
This 
would 
amount to approximately two 
million dollars and would con­ 


tinue to accrue at the rate of 
$1,200 a day until paid. 
Largest single recipient of 
the judgment would be the 
partnership of Rancho Palos 
Verdes Corp. and Capitol Co., 
awarded a total of $1,159,500 
for 
damages inflicted to 50 
acres on their Portuguese Bend 
area property. 
Private 
landowners 
would 
receive a total of $2,131,294.

Nicoise Salad, you may enjoy 
doing so for Lent. 
This is the salad met every­ 
w here in Paris, 
and 
worth 
adopting. 
Larousse Gastronomique, the 
famous French 
dictionary of 
food that is now available in a 
fine English version, gives the 
ingredients for Salade Nicoise 
as potatoes, snap beans, ancho­ 
vies, olives, capers and tom a­ 
toes dressed with oil, vinegar, 
salt and pepper, and sprinkled 
wuth the fresh herbs chervil 
and tarragon. 
However, French cooks often 
change these ingredients and 
add lettuce, tuna 
and 
hard- 
cooked eggs, and specify that 
the olives used be the ripe var­ 
iety. 
It’s this latter version, 
with the anchovies and capers 
omitted, that is given in the 
following recipe. 
Preface this American Nic­ 
oise Salad w'ith a hot soup; 
serve French bread with both 
the soup and salad and you’ll 
have a satisfying meal. 


AMERICAN NICOISE SALAD 
1 small head lettuce 
2 cans (6 V2 or 7 ounces each) 
tuna (packed in vegetable 
oil) 
1 cup cooked sliced potatoes 
1 cup cooked cut snap beans 
3 hard-cooked eggs (shelled 
and quartered) 
3 small tomatoes (quarttred) 
1 small red onion (sliced thin 
and separated into rings) 
12 ripe olives 
Salad Dressing 
Shred the lettuce fine and 
place in a large shallow bowl 
Lift tuna from 
oil in 
large 
pieces and pile in center of 
bowl. Surround with a ring of 
potatoes and one of beans. Al­ 
ternate egg and tomato quar­

Garnish 
with onion rings and olives. If 
made ahead of serving time, 
cover eightly with saran and re­ 
frigerate.

Scallops Are Versatile Shellfish 


The Lenten season presents! 
no 
menu 
problems 
to 
the; 
housewife who is familiar w ith ; 
the versatile scallop. In recent 
years the popularity of this suc- 
fish has grown by leaps and 
bounds with menu planners . . . 
and for several good reasons. 


First of all. scallops seem to 
be an all-family seafood. Strong 1 
preferences 
and 
prejudices 
that sometime apply to other 
seafoods (even within the fam-j 
ily circle) don’t seem to apply 
to scallops. Nearly everybody 
likes them. Few people dislike | 
them. And legion are those w ho 
grow ecstatic, 
at their v e ry ' 
mention. 
Perhaps the reason for this 
is the scallop’s delicate flavor. 
It is not fishy. Yet it has an un­ 
mistakable 
nutty tang 
that 
tells you it comes from the 
sea. 
Secondly, the texture of the 
scallop meat is pleasing. Being 
a muscle of the mollusk (it 
opens and closes the scallop’s 1 


shell), it is just firm enough to 
pleasantly resist the bite, yet 
tender enough to make the bit­ 
ing a pleasure. 
Undoubtedly the biggest rea­ 
son for the scallop’s booming 
popularity is the endless var­ 
iety of delightful ways they 
can be served. 
They can be 
broiled, baked or fried. They're 
delicious in casseroles, stews 
and chowders. Here's a recipe 
with 
a 
Spanish 
flavor 
that 
brings out the best in scallops:

Reception In All Countries 


In at least half a dozen coun­ 
tries— France. 
Germany, Rus­ 
sia, Poland, Hungary and the 
United States—stuffed cabbage 
rolls get a warm welcome. 
The French call

chou farci and prepare it by 
several methods.

popular 
way is to fold the large outer 
leaves 
of

blanching or cooking) around 
small rolls of meat, 
rice

seasonings. Then the cabbage 
and meat are given long slow 
moist cooking. 
The Russians call the cab­ 
bage rolls Golubtsi, their word 
for pigeons.

Your child needs love and 
attention. Psychologists and ed­ 
ucators indicate that there is a 
greater need for this affection 
in children with particular be­ 
havior problems. 
Love and attention are not 
expressed by giving in to ev­ 
ery demand of a child. The 
parent who spoils a child is not 
necessarily giving either. The 
young child should know that 
mother is sympathetic when 
he falls and hurts himself. He 
needs parents who show a gen­ 
uine interest in his activities. 
He also wants his parents to 
say no when it should be said. 
YOUR CHILD appreciates as­ 
sistance. Be prepared to give 
support or guidance. Parents 
who participate with their chil­ 
dren rather than direct them 
usually are welcome. Are you 
a parent who is rejected by a 
seemingly independent child? 
This may be true. On the other 
hand, take a look at your re­ 
lationship. You may find that 
you are having difficulty be­ 
cause of your attitude. No one 
likes to feel incapable. Your 
assistance may be more readily 
accepted if you show confi­ 
dence in your child while mak­ 
ing suggestions. Allow him to 
perform. 


AS YOUR CHILD grows old­ 
er he becomes more capable. 
If you have developed a warm 
relationship during the early 
years, you will find it continu­ 
ing. 
Naturally, attitudes and 
methods must grow up as does 
your child. 
Regardless 
of 
your 
good 
judgment, you may find that a 
problem has developed. This 
type of problem may be the 
“class clown ” This is the child 
who constantly seeks attention.

he makes wise cracks, funny 
faces, etc. at the wrong times. 
He does wrong things just to 
obtain attention. He seems to 
thrive on bawling outs.

A simple example is 
the recognition a child may 
receive from his discussion of 
a favorite pet. He might display 
a model which he made.

Sun's No Fun 
Beamed On Milk 
Says Solar Sleuth 


RALEIGH, N. C. (UPI) — The 
milk you brought into the 
kitchen this morning probably 
was not the same milk left by 
the delivery man an hour or 
so earlier, reports the North 
Carolina Department of Con­ 
servation and Development. 
If as much as half an hour 
elapsed, “nature’s perfect food” 
was no longer perfect, the de­ 
partm ent said. 
A very narrow band of light 
penetrated the container andj 
began a chemical action that i 
caused a change in taste a n d ! 
a loss of vitamins. 
But sunlight, direct or indi­ 
rect, is not the only cause of 
chemical deterioration in milk, 
the experts said. The profuse 
fluorescent lighting used in 
most grocers’ dairy cases has 
a similar effect 
Research is underway to de­ 
term ine what happened when 
the radiant energy hits the 
protein molecule of the milk. 
Dr. L 
W. Aurand, of the 
North Carolina State College 
Department of Food Sciences, 
says milk exposed to direct 
sunlight undergoes change of 
taste and loss of vitamin quali­ 
ties within 30 minutes. Tests 
conducted elsewhere indicate 
four hours of exposure to fluor­ 
escent light will cause similar 
changes in the milk.

CHANGING PATTERNS 


Moving Toward New Family 


Form, Says Margaret Mead 


NEW YORK (UPD— Today, it j 
Is the children who are most 
at home in the world. 
The 
adults have becom e the stran-1 
gers and im m igrants, says an­ 
thropologist Dr 
M a r g a r e t 
Mead. 
Once, she said, it was the 
grandparents 
who 
were 
the 
wisest. Then it was the parents 
reared within the present age 
who were most able to direct 
their children. Now. said Dr. 
Mead, the fam ily needs "to be 
reorganized so that the adults 
can absorb the children's grow­ 
ing knowledge of the present 
age — of space, of satellites, i 
of the new m athem atics, of the 
oneness of this small planet 
called earth on which we live." 1 


DR. MEAD W AS one of sev- 
eral participants in a confer­ 
ence on the future of the U S 
fam ily— a conference sponsored 
by the Child Study Assn. of 
America. 
Dr. Mead, associate 
curator of ethnology at the 
American M useum of Natural 
History and adjunct professor 
of anthropology at Columbia 
University, said it is "not gen­ 
erally recognized that we are 
moving towards a new fam ily 
form, a form that has not yet 
been named, a form that is not 
yet clear. But the conditions 
which underlie the em ergence 
of this new form are clear 
enough.” 


SHE LISTED the conditions: 
— One: An accelerated rate of 
change so that not only may 
adolescents and parents expect 
to enter a changed world, but 
grandparents m ust also be pre­ 
pared to live for many years 


in active relationship with a 1 
world that is constantly chang­ 
ing. 
“. . . Everywhere t h e r e is 
an urgent need for the older 
people who have changed suc­ 
cessfully, have kept pace with 
the world, who can com m uni­ 
cate a sense that som ething has 
or could be done.”

GOP Must Point Difference 
Between Birch, Conservative 


It seems to us that it's about tim e the 
Republican Party take steps to different 
tiate between such words as “conserva­ 
tive,” “ a r c h c o n s e r v a t i v e ’' and 
“Bircher.” 
Up until now. the attitude of the 
party 
apparently 
has 
been 
‘we’re 
against labels, so we won t discuss the 
situation.” But that’s not good enough. 
In refusing to face it. the party leaders 
have allowed the situation to compound 
— and confound. 
To begin with, we don't believe a 
member of the John Birch Society 
qualifies as a “conservative”— even as 
an “arch conservative.” An organization 
which would sponsor as essay competi­ 
tion and tolerate billboards aimed at 
impeaching the chief justice of the 
United States Supreme Court because 
of his beliefs and decisions, is not con­ 
servative, it is extremely radical. 
There is no legal way to impeach a 
supreme court justice for doing his duty 
as he sees it, providing he doesn't break 
the law itself. What the Birch Society 
is attempting is to change the Constitu 
tion itself by the force and violence of 
its recrimination campaign. This is radi­ 
cal action. It’s only one illustration; 
there are others. 
Unfortunately, the term “B irchei” 
has been cast around recklessly not only 
by Democrats, who see political advant­ 
age in equating the Birch Society and 
conservatism, but also by unthinking 
Republicans. 
There's nothing wrong with being 
conservative. It's just as im portant to 
have conservatives as it is to have liber­ 
als. N either should have unlimited con­ 
trol; both have their functions in our 
republican government. 
California's Republican Party is con­ 
servative; it is far from being Birchish. 
We’d say it leans to the liberal conserva­ 
tive, rath er than the extreme conserva­ 


tive. To prove that we’d point to some of 
its most successful voter-getters, like 
Sen. Thomas Kuchel and the Chief Jus­ 
tice himself, Earl Warren. 
The victory of the extreme conserva­ 
tive, who welcomed Birch support, in 
the Young Republicans convention in 
Fresno appeared to us to be accomplish­ 
ed at the expense of a num ber of con­ 
servatives, Max Rafferty supporters and 
some others who seemed to vote farther 
right than they normally would. 
The introduction of the Rafferty sup­ 
porters has complicated the political 
situation. Many people, concerned about 
the schools, jumped into politics to help 
elect Rafferty state superintendent of 
schools. 
Rafferty admittedly is not a partisan 
politician. He was dubbed a Republican 
because he is conservative in his school 
view's and is a registered Republican. 
He actually is non-partisan, has had no 
experience and no knowledge of the Re­ 
publican Party or how it works. 
But his supporters, now entranced 
with politics after victory in their first 
tilt, ?re enthusiastic and confused. Once 
inside the Republican Party, they find 
the words conservative and liberal have 
entirely different meaning than they did 
before. Without a program of the names 
and num bers of the players, it will take 
them a good while to decide where on 
the team they want to play the game. 
As we said, it looks to us as though 
the Republicans might w'ell try to differ­ 
entiate. W e know they can’t keep other 
people from getting the words all mixed 
up. But party leaders themselves can 
point the way to better identification, 
better acknowledgement of the seg­ 
ments of their party, better recognition 
of the part each plays in making a party 
successful. 
The phrase “Oh, he's just a Bircher,” 
isn’t good enough any more.

missal as having “no justifi­ 
cation or cause.” 
Elsewhere, moreover, this 
committee in effect declared 
that the 
supervisors 
don’t 
know what goes on in county 
government. It described its 
interviews 
with 
unnamed 
county employees as invari­ 
ably turning up charges of 
“low morale and lack of uni­ 
form personnel procedures.” 
This, the committee convinc­ 
ed itself, was “an actual fact 
. . . of grave nature.” 
Yet on being advised about 
this alarming situation alleg­ 
edly of common knowledge, 
“several” of the supervisors, 
reports the committee, ex­ 
pressed themselves as “amaz­ 
ed” and added: “We thought 
things were running smooth­ 
ly with no problems.” 


EITHER THE COMMITTEE 
or the supervisors must have 
been off the old rocker. In 
fact the supervisors have al­ 
ways been conscious of prob­ 
lems and doing their best to 
solve them. 
A revolt of several of the 
most important county de­ 
partm ent heads against per­ 
sonnel administration, in a 
period before this 1962 jury 
committee, had been a m o n g 
these. Reform action was vig­ 
orous once the bad year 1961 
—in which the 
committee 
seems to have dwelt spiritual­ 
ly—was past. 
The year 1962 saw two per­ 
sonnel advances. Uniformity 
of procedure never was a 
problem. But modernization 
was overdue and was brought 
about, first through agree­ 
ment between Bruce and the 
Personnel 
Commission 
on 
what should be done, and next 
by supervisorial adoption of 
the reforms last fall. 


Axiomatic it is that the 
whole is greater than any 
part; 
also that yesterday’s 
newspaper best serves to wrap 
a fish. 
A disproportionate part of 
the 1962 Grapd Jury report 
seems so outdated and peev­ 
ish as to threaten the whole 
with fishwrapper fate. It de­ 
serves better, since the major 
weakness lies in output of a 
single committee. 
Committees though formal­ 
ly supported by the jury as a 
whole are b o u n d to vary 
widely. On occasion they even 
can and do differ with the 
whole jury findings. 


OF THE 1962 committees, 
that on county offices headed 
by investment broker Edgar 
T. Lindner was uniquely vol­ 
uble yet vague, out-of-date 
and little documented, full of 
alarm and bile as it wander­ 
ed amidst swampy vapors of 
innuendo. 
Study of its various out­ 
pourings points to a conclu­ 
sion that the primary key to 
its discontent lies in the un­ 
happy, now long past, Stella 
Hughes case. 
Miss Hughes, former assist­ 
ant personnel director sub­ 
ordinate to Administrator Al­ 
an Bruce, was dismissed in 
October, 1961, on allegation 
of cause. 
An appeal was filed. Detail­ 
ed hearings before the Per­ 
sonnel Commission began in 
December. Transcript was re­ 
viewed by county supervisors 
as by law the final appeal 
body. The supervisors by ma­ 
jority vote upheld Bruce. 


THAT NORMALLY would 
have been it. The board sat 
in this matter judicially, and 
one does not lightly impeach 
judges. Diligence and compe­ 
tence of these supervisors re­ 
ceived 
special 
recognition 
from the 1962 full grand jury 
which, noting “long and ardu­ 
ous hours in the performance 
of their duties,” recommend­ 
ed that they receive a 60 per 
cent pay increase from $500 
to $800 monthly.

Imminent But Worth Trying For

WASHINGTON — S o v i e t 
foreign policy can only be 
judged by its actions, not by 
its words. 


Nikita 
Khrushchev 
con­ 
tinues 
to 
use 
belligerent 
words. He waves his rockets 
and threatens their use, in­ 
cluding a 100-megaton “burn­ 
ing bomb,” but it is evident 
that Russia and the U n i t e d 
States agree on one crucial 
objective; to avoid the mis­ 
take of nuclear war. 


The reason Soviety policy 
must be judged by actions is 
that 
even though Prem ier 
K h r u s h c h e v has talked 
“peaceful co-existence” 
for 
several years, only a 
few 
months ago he embarked up­ 
on a massive, breathtaking 
risk of nuclear war. He did 
this by clandestinely placing 
missiles and bombers in Cuba. 


FORTUNATELY HE failed. 
His response to a firm con­ 
frontation from the U n i t e d 
States was to recoil from the 
Cuban undertaking. Perhaps 
this confrontation has finally 
persuaded the Kremliin th at 
the United States is not “too 
liberal to fight” and that the 
Soviet state has too much to 
preserve to take such a risk 
again—in Cuba or in Berlin 
or elsewhere. 


If this is true—and there 
is much to support it—then 
what next? 
If a reliable nuclear stale­ 
mate has been reached and 
if the U.S.S.R. and the U.S.A. 
are intent upon avoiding nu­ 
clear self-punishment border­ 
ing on self-destruction, does 
this mean a better prospect 
of finding a way to relieve 
each other of the crushing, 


repressive burden of the arms 
race? 
Can it be halted? 
Can it be tamped down? 


IN ALL REALISM, the an­ 
swer is that the Soviet Union 
is showing no evidence what­ 
soever that it is interested in 
negotiating even an enforce­ 
able beginning toward dis­ 
armament, not even a nuclear 
test ban. 
Khrushchev has again said 
that he will not accept more 
than three on-site inspections 
to verify whether an unex­ 
plained explosion is nature- 
made or nuclear-made. Apart 
from the danger to national 
security that inadequate in­ 
spection would be, a test-ban 
treaty that could not be rea­ 
sonably policed would impair 
Soviet-U. S. relations rather 
than improve them because it 
would increase uncertainty. 
But if Moscow is opposed 
to enough inspection to verify 
a test ban, there is no basis 
to expect it will accept the 
fuller inspection needed to 
verify the early stages of dis­ 
armament. 


MOSCOW’S NEW rejection 
of any adequate test-ban in­ 
spection may not be its last 
word. The tremendous boon 
to both sides of a controlled, 
stage-by-stage arms reduction 
may sometime be sufficient­ 
ly appealing to the Soviets to 
overcome their fear of an 
open society. 
What couldn’t the S o v i e t 
Union and the American econ­ 
omy do for their people if 
they could free themselves 
from even 20 to 30 per cent 
of unproductive arms expen­ 
ditures! The outlook for even 
a beginning to that end is dim 
and distant, but the objective 
is so right that we ought to 
keep trying. 


OF THIS, as of the excel­ 
lent work of able Bob Elliott 
as Miss Hughes’ successor in 
bringing 
overdue 
harmony 
and efficiency into personnel 
affairs, the Lindner commit­ 
tee has not a word to say. 
Nor does this or any other 
committee, frequently men­ 
tioning low pay, give due 
credit to the supervisors or 
Bruce 
for a 
long list of 
achievements in bringing Ma­ 
rin County levels toward stan­ 
dard. Ignored is Bruce’s fully 
documented “inequity salary 
list” of June, 1961, approved 
by the supervisors in January, 
1962, along with much else. 
Most fantastic of all the 
committee attacks on Bruco 
was its well-publicized casti­ 
gation of the adm inistrator as 
(in effect) an 
unmitigated 
louse for making a routine an­ 
nual offer of aid to the grand 
jury. 


BRUCE’S HELP was actu­ 
ally used by other commit­ 
tees. Thanks were publicly ac­ 
corded county counsel, the 
county clerk and others for 
assistance. All Bruce got was 
another accusation, that his 
office had “caused conflict” 
—this also unsupported, with 
facts pointing otherwise. 
It is with possibilities of 
such slanderous irresponsibil­ 
ity in mind, I believe, that vot­ 
ers of the state last fall re­ 
jected a proposal which would 
have set up a true inquisition 
by grand jury. 
Subversion 
would have been determined 
by whim of by no means ideal­ 
ly qualified persons, swollen 
by a little brief authority. Ma­ 
rin County registered a par­ 
ticularly heavy “no” vote. 
Next week I hope to write 
of much more constructive 
work by this grand jury.

South’s play was sure to lose j 
because West surely had the 
ace of hearts. 


WINNING PLAY 
The winning play is to fi­ 
nesse with the nine of hearts 
on the first round of trumps. 
Normally, this is a ridiculous 
play; but in this hand it is 
South’s only chance. 
South is sure to lose two 
trump tricks if West has the 
10 or jack of hearts as well as 
the ace. 


TRUMP LOSS 
South can hold the trump 
loss to one trick if East has 
both the 10 and jack of hearts, 
and the way to do so is to fi- 
ness with the nine of hearts. 
As it happens, this deep fi- 
ness drives out the ace of

trumps. The trumps then break 
favorably, and South has no 
further problem. 
When there’s no other hope, 
be ready to make an unusual 
play—even a silly play.

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HOW TO KEEP WELL

Oxygen Is Modern Miracle Maker 
In Treatment Of $troke,Gangrene 


Oxygen is a modern miracle maker. 
A new technic of inhaling oxygen while 
sitting in a pressure chamber may revo­ 
lutionize the treatment of stroke and 
gangrene from poor circulation. A larg­ 
er amount of the dissolved gas finds its 
way into the blood stream and tissues 
when the atmospheric pressure is dou­ 
bled, as is possible in a chamber of this 
type. 
Obstruction in a blood vessel of a leg 
decreases the amount of oxy­ 
gen to the tissues, which may 
lead to gangrene of the foot. 
When circulation to the brain 
is cut off by a clot in one of the 
arteries of the neck and head 
(stroke) the tissues suffer from 
oxygen deficiency. It may be 
possible in the future to spare 
these bloodless tissues by sit­ 
ting or lying in a pressurized 
chamber that contains 100 per 
cent oxygen. 


THE EFFECTS of a pressure 
chamber of this kind on vic­ 
tims of coronary thrombosis 
are being studied. M a r k e d 
benefit has been noted in those 
with carbon monoxide poison­ 
ing. In this condition, carbon 
monoxide replaces oxygen in 
the blood and death occurs un­ 
less the situation is reversed. 
A pressure chamber containing 
100 per cent oxygen is made 
to order for treating this emer­ 
gency. In the circumstances, 
oxygen is forced into the blood 
to replace carbon monoxide. 
The drawback is that the 
chamber is cosily and must be 
large enough to accommodate 
many persons, to be of prac­ 
tical value. The administration 
of oxygen in this way differs 
from the usual method of sit­ 
ting in bed in an ordinary room 
with a mask over the face or 
a tube in the nose.

If you’re a veteran, it’s time 
to file a claim for a veterans’ 
property tax exemption with 
the Marin County Assessor— 
provided you are eligible. 
Eligibility is, superficially, a 
simple matter. But, as in filing 
income tax returns, oversights 
can get you into trouble. 
This was made clear by the 
1962 Marin County Grand Jury, 
widely p u b 1 i cized investiga­ 
tions of the jury revealed that 
some veterans, by not report­ 
ing all of their assets, obtained 
exemptions illegally. 
In its final report, the jury 
asked that future grand juries 
continue the audit of “ at least 
100 borderline cases” of ex­ 
emption claims each year. 
On the basis of grand jury 
investigations, Assemblyman

County Assessor Bert W. 
Broemmel, how ever, empha­ 
sizes that no potentially elig­ 
ible veteran should be afraid of 
applying for his exemption. 
“ Nobody is going to be con­ 
sidered a criminal just because 
his claim is rejected,” Broem- 
rnel says. “As long as all prop­ 
erty is listed, there is no prob­ 
lem, regardless of final deter­ 
mination of eligibility.” 
To help veterans file claims 
properly, Broemmel has pro­ 
vided this information: 
General basis for the exemp­ 
tion: 
California law provides that 
property to the amount of 
$1 000 of every resident who is 
a war veteran shall be exempt 
from taxation provided such 
resident owns property valued 
at $5,000 or less. (Special pro­ 
visions are made for exemp­ 


tions for paraplegic veterans.) 
When to file: 
Between the first Monday in 
March and the first Monday in 
May of each year. The Marin 
County Assessor’s office will be 
open until 9 p.m. on Thursdays 
and Fridays for the next four 
weeks in addition to regular 
hours— 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. Mon­ 
day through Wednesday. 
However, p r o p e r t y state­ 
ments to accompany claims are 
required before April 1, and 
the assessor asks that claims 
be filed before that date. 
Who may file: 
1. Residence requirement — 
Applicant must be a legal resi­ 
dent of California. Residence 
is determined by voter regis­ 
tration, mailing address, where 
income tax return is filed or 
automobile registration. 
If a veteran is granted an 
exemption in another state, he 
cannot claim an exemption in 
California. 
2. Service requirement—Ap­ 
plicant must show proof of 
honorable discharge or release 
from active 
d u t y with the 
armed forces of the United 
States, showing service in time 
of war or during a campaign or 


expedition. 
So - called peace­ 
time soldiers or reservists who 
have not served in time of war 
are not eligible. 
An applicant now in the 
armed forces may file if he or 
she is a veteran of war. If sta­ 
tioned outside California, such 
applicant may file through a 
relative or authorized agent. 
The widow or widowed mother 
of a veteran may file. Resi­ 
dents of California who are 
fathers, mothers or widows of 
veterans, and are receiving gov­ 
ernment pensions, may file. 
Where to file: 
A ll applications m u s t be 
filed with the Marin County As­ 
sessor at the Civic Center if the 
applicant resides in Marin and 
desires an exemption on prop­ 
erty anywhere in the state. 
Those who have not pre­ 
viously filed should appear in 
person at the assessor’s office 
with d o c u ments establishing 
service and residence. 
Vet­ 
erans who were granted an ex­ 
emption last year have been 
sent application forms which 
may be returned by mail. 
(Tomorrow: How property 
is listed to determine finan­ 
cial eligibility.)
